poses to take over the control of the 
telephone system of the United King­ 
dom. At that time the National Tele­ 
phone company will be compelled to 
surrender its property at its actual m ar­ 
ket value without a penny additional 
for good will or franchises. The mu­ 
nicipalities expect to arrive at some | 
agreement with the general government 
by which they will be left in partial 
control of their plants and to share in 
its profits. Be this as it may, the last 
privately owned telephone will disap­ 
pear in about six years from this date. 
It is more than ten years ago since 
Glasgow proclaimed revolt against the 
high charges and bad service of the 
private telephone company. A commit­ 
tee of the city council reported in fa­ 
vor of establishing a municipal plant, 
aud, without going into details, it may 
be stated th at on March I, 1900, Glas­ 
gow obtained the first license ever 
granted to a city for the purpose of 
constructing and operating a telephone 
system. 
The work of construction was begun 
in July, 1900, and im to the present 
time Glasgow has expended $1,350,000 
on its telephone plant. 
W hile the city 
contains only twenty square miles of 
territory, the telephone wires reach out 
over nearly ten tim es th at large a dis­ 
trict. 
Under the old telephone company no 
effort was made to reach the suburban 
area. 
The private company catered 
only to the congested district and im­ 
agined th at it would lose money if it 
improved the service, extended the 
scope or lowered the rates. 
Under its 
management the average annual cost 
of a telephone was $GO or more. 
It 
took from one to ten m inutes to make 
a connection. 
The Glasgow telephone service is the 
best I have ever inspected. 
I w as in­ 
formed that statistics showed th a t the 
average time required to m ake a con­ 
nection was less than fifteen seconds. I 
made a test on my own account and 
called up ten subscribers. 
Of the nine 
who responded the average tim e from 
unhooking the receiver to answ ers from 
those addressed was fourteen seconds. 
It should be explained th at the tele­ 
phone booth is practically unknown in 
the office of a Glasgow business man. 
The instrum ent is on the edge of his 
desk, and the receiver and transm itter 
are in one piece. 
The rate to a subscriber for a serv­ 
ice with an unlimited number of calls 
over the entire system is $25.50*a year. 
There is no installation charge-and no 
dues of any kind other than tbe> annual 
payment of this amount. 
A toll serv­ 
ice is rendered for $17 a year, with an 
additional charge of a penny for each 
outward message, with unlimited in­ 
ward calls free. On a party line with 
more than four subscribers the rate is 
$6 per annum, with an unlimited. num­ 


ber of calls. 
Then; are 11,000 subscribers to .ne 
municipal telephone system of Glas­ 
gow. The private company predicted 
th at the insanity of the m anagement 
in reducing rates and giving decent 
service would result iii financial ruin, 
but the investm ent showed a profit of 
$100,000 a year. 
The cleansing departm ent of Glasgow 
is an interesting Institution. It owns 
institution, 
thousands of acres of farm lands where 
once were nothing but bogs and m arsh­ 
es. To these farm s are conveyed the 
refuse products of the streets. On them 
are stone quarries and brickyards own- 
yd and operated by the city. There are 
also great factories. 
Connecting the 
factories and the farm s is a system of 
steam railw ay, the city owning more 
than 700 railway cars and a large num­ 
ber of locomotives. 
Iii 1892 Glasgow purchased the small 
private electrical plant for about $75,- 
OOO. 
From this modest beginning it 
has developed a comprehensive system 
modern in every particular. It now rep­ 
resents an investment exceeding $5,- 
000,000, 
and the 
profits 
last 
year 
amounted to $340,000. This does not 
include $30,000 paid for taxes. As has 
been stated bef on*, all public enterprises 
fh Great Britain pay taxes and are thus 
on the same footing for purposes of 
comparison as private industries. Even 
a fire departm ent pays taxes on every 
dollar of its assets. A fter m arking off 
T*— 
ror c o p u la tio n —u most liber­ 
al allowance for a new plant—the de­ 
partm ent placed the balance to its cred­ 
it. 
Glasgow purchased the private gas 
plants in 1809 abd lias made profit on 
the investment every year since then. 
This great industry now has a capital 
account exceeding $10,000,009, and the 
gross profits last year passed the $1,- 
000,000 m ark for the first time in the 
history of the enterprise. 
W hen the 
original purchase was made it was ar­ 
ranged th at the owners should receive 
In perpetuity annuities and stock val­ 
ued a t more than $2,000,000. The city 
has now adopted the policy of pur­ 
chasing at a premium these annuities 
and last year wiped out more than one- 
third of the amount. 
Under private 
management gas cost consumers from 
$1.25 to $1.50 a thousand feet,‘but this 
has been steadily reduced until the 
rates now stand at 48 cents for motive 
power and 51 cents for lighting. When 
the plant is fully paid for, which will 
not be many years at the present rate 
of profits, the citizens of Glasgow will 
pay not more than 30 cents for gas, 
though ‘it costs much more for oil and 
coal in Scotland than in any part of 
the United States. 
It is nearly forty years singe Glas­ 
gow startled Great Britain by declaring 
w ar on the slums and tenements which 
disgraced the city. 
The property own­ 
ers refused to remedy conditions and 
the city took radical steps. 
It pushed 
through parliam ent a bill giving it 
power to condemn and purchase in­ 
sanitary property. 
Armed w ith this 
act, th? city authorities of Glasgow 
wiped opt whole districts of insanitary 
property, and the city started by con­ 
structing 
several 
model 
tenement 
houses. 
Glasgow now owns millions and mil­ 
lions of dollars’ worth of dwellings and 
is one of the world’s greatest landlords. 
Its competition w ith private landlords 
is friendly, but wonderfully effective. 
The city fixes a rate of rents beyond 
which others cannot go. 
It rigidly en­ 
forces 
building 
and 
sanitary 
laws 
which have greatly reduced the death 
rate. 
Glasgow has municipalized all the 
common services with the exception of 
cemeteries. 
It is the owner of profita-

hie m arkets and slaughter houses; it 
m aintains a splendid system of baths 
and washhouses; it possesses a mag­

hall; it furnishes hydraulic power at 
cost; it spends vast amounts on parks, 
music and entertainm ents. 
These and j 
other functions are financed and m an­ 
aged by the elected representatives of 
the city. 
P arty lines are absolutely ignored 
when it comes to the election of mem­ 
bers of the city council. The man -who 
has served bis people faithfully seldom 
is opposed when election day arrives. 
The city hall of Glasgow does not re­ 
mind the visitor of any civic structure 
in the United States. 
No swarm s of 
loafers, w ard heelers and office bro­ 
kers or seekers hang about its entrance 
or lounge in its halls. You are not per- 
! m itted to smoke or carry a lighted 
cigar. 
One sees business men, archi­ 
tects, engineers, bankers and others 
who have occasion to visit the various 
departm ents. 
The atm osphere is that ; 
of a well regulated bank or great mer- 
j 
eantile establishment. 
It is the busi- j 
ness office of a municipal estate worth j 
more than $90,000,000. 
There is no arm y of parasites draw- ' 
ing salaries for work which is not per- i 
formed. 
There is no line of citizens 
ready to commit perjury in order th at | 
they may escape their fair share of the 
burdens of taxation. 
There are no go 
betweens employed by dishonest wealth 
to extort by bribery favors from those 
who have taken an oath to faithfully 
serve their city and community. 
Al­ 
dermen meet in public to devise ways 
and means which shall promote the 
public good. There are no w ard lead­ 
ers. 
There is 110 gang. 
There is no 
pull. 
There is 110 graft. 
The men at 
the head of affairs would no sooner 
think of robbing their city than they 
would of stealing from their church or 
their club. 
Ju st a glance at Edinburgh, the most 
beautiful city in G reat Britain. 
Edin­ 
burgh owns its street railways, but in­ 
stead of operating them has leased 
them for a term of twenty-one years to 
a company which pays a rental of 7 
per cent on the capital outlay of $0,500,- 
000. 
After paying interest, sinking 
fund and other expenses the city had 
a clear revenue of about $27,500. This 
does not compare favorably w ith the 
record of cities which operate their 
plants, and there is much dissatisfac­ 
tion. 
Edinburgh owns a fine system of 
baths. Its electric light plant paid last 
year a not profit of $300,OOO. 
In the 
construction of houses for the working 
classes Edinburgh has spent nearly 
$1,000,000, and, while m aintaining low 
rent rates, there is a steady annual 
profit to the city. 
The technical aud 
public schools of Edinburgh are fa­ 
mous. Like most Scotch cities, it owns 
its m arkets and slaughtering bouses 
and has adopted modern methods for 
the disposal of sewage and street 
sweepings.
